In 
1870 he was appointed General Superintendent of the 
Pennsylvania system, and from 1874 to 1880 was Third 
Vice-President, when he succeeded Mr. George B. Rob- 
erts as First Vice-President. In 1882 he retired to pri- 
vate life, but has since been a Director and Chairman of 
the Road Committee of this company. He is also Presi- 
dent of the New York, Philadelphia & Norfolk R. R. Co. 


OBITUARY. 


Mr. George W. Halstead, of the firm of Halstead Bros., 
structural iron manufacturers of Pittsburg, Pa., died of 
pneumonia on June 4, aged 30 years. 


Mr. William W. Bailey, at one time President of the 
Wilton Railroad and Treasurer of the Nashua & Lowell 
R. R., died at Nashua, N. H., on June 10, aged 70. 

Mr. William O. Fox, of Portland, Me., died on June 4, 
aged 73 years. For many years he was engaged in civil 


engineering and assisted in the survey for the first rail- 
way to enter Chicago. 


Mr. C. G. Dixon, General Freight and Passenger 
Agent of the Spokane Falls & Northern R. R., and a 
well-known railway man in the West, died suddenly at 
Spokane, Wash., on June 10. 

Mr. James K. Ford, a railway engineer, died at Nut- 
ley, N. J., on June 5, aged 82 years. He assisted in the 
construction of the Rome, Watertown & Ogdensburg R. 
R., before his retirement 25 years ago. 


Mr. Sidney E. Locke died in Omaha, Neb., on June 7, 
aged 72 years. He held the first contract with the city 
of Omaha for the construction and maintenance of a 
water-works system. He was also the inventor of an im- 
proved process of manufacturing white lead, which is 
still in use. 


Lieutenant Commander Wainwright Kellogg, U. S. 
Navy, died of heart disease on board the Hamburg-Am- 
erican Line steamship ‘‘Auguste Victoria’? on June 3. 
He graduated from the Naval Academy at Annapolis in 
1869. At the beginning of the late war with Spain, he 
was in the Bureau of Equipment of the Navy, when he 
was placed in command of the gunboat ‘‘Maple,” and 
served throughout the war. 


Mr. Gridley James Fox Bryant, an architect, died in 
Boston on June 8, aged 83. Mr. Bryant designed and also 
superintended the erection of many buildings in Boston, 
among them being the Boston City Hall, the Post Office 
Building, the Bryant State House extension, the Charles 
Street Jail and the State Prison. He has also had ex- 
tensive operations outside of Boston, one of them being 
the Lexington Memorial Hall at Lexington, Mass. Mr. 
Bryant’s father built the first railway in America, in 
1831, that from the Quincy quarry to the Neponset river, 
a distance of four miles. It was used to transport gran- 
ite for the Bunker Hill Monument.

ENGINEERS’ AND ARCHITECTS’ ASSOCIATION OF 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA.—Meetings of this assocta- 
tion were held at Los Angeles, Cal., on the evenings of 
June 24 and Sth. The first event consisted of a trolley 
ride and the inspection of the various electric railway and 
power transmission substations in the city. 

The second evening, that of June 5, was devoted to a 
dinner, following which several prominent engineers de- 
livered addresses on appropriate engineering subjects. 

CANADIAN ELECTRICAL ASSOCIATION.—The annual 
meeting of this association will be held at New Royal 
Hotel, Hamilton, Ont., on June 28-30. The program in-

Point of View,’’ P. H. Hart, Montreal; ‘‘Transformer 
Economy,”’ F. E. Leonard, Jr., Montreal Mr. #. R.

Power Distribution.” 


WESTERN SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS.—At the meet- 
ing on June 7, a short paper on “City Subways’’ was 
read by Mr. W. T. Casgrain, illustrated by views of the 
combined sewers and subways at Paris, the complete sys- 
tem of which will aggregate about 800 miles. Gas pipes 
and high pressure electric light conduits are excluded on 
account of the dangers due to leakage and short circuit- 
ing. London has a system of subways which was com- 
menced in 1862, but this is entirely independent of the 
sewers. 

The author thought that the subways should be owned 
by the city, and that their use should be made com- 
pulsory. As an instance of the necessity for such sub- 
ways in Chicago, he referred to Dearborn Ave. Two 
weeks after a new asphalt pavement on concrete founda- 
tion was laid, the street was torn up for trenching, and 
has never been restored to its proper condition. He 
showed plans of proposed subways under the streets and 
alleys of Chicago. The street plan includes the use of 
vaults under the sidewalks, or an excavation under the 
street, the street surface being suppurted by steel columns 
and beams. The section of the alley subway would re- 
semble an incandescent lamp bulb, having sewer at the 
base or neck, with gas and water mains In either side 
of the crown, while the oval chamber would have elec- 
tric conduits and smaller pipes carried along its sides. 
Mr. G. A. M. Liljencrantz referred to the use of side- 
walk vaults by abutting owners, and did not think the 
fact of such use was any reason why it could not be 4is- 


continued. 


NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


LITERARY MAGAZINES.—In the June “Forum,” Mr. 
J. W. Midgley discusses the problems which are pre- 
sented to railway managers by the Supreme Court de- 
cision to the effect that the Sherman anti-trust law pro- 
hibits all rate agreements between raflway companies, 
and presents the argument in favor of legalizing pooling 
agreements, as they are commonly called. In the same 
magazine Mr. Robert T. Hill writes on the value of Porto 
Rico, and concludes that while we may benefit the Porto 
Ricans by giving them good government, we are not likely 
to find any notable opportunities for the profitable tn- 
vestment of capital in the island. In the ‘Pall Mall 
Magazine” for June, Mr. William Waldorf Astor gives a 
brief account of the life of John Jacob Astor, the founder 
of the Astor family and fortunes in the United States. 
There is also an excellent article on Baku and its famous 
oil springs. 

‘Progress in Air Ships’’ is the leading article in the 
June ‘‘Cosmopolitan.”’ The writer, Mr. H. B. Nason, de- 
scribes and illustrates the recent French and Russtan 
air-ships, or, more properly, dirigible balloons. ‘‘Marine 
Disasters on Pacific Shores’’ is a review of some of the 
notable wrecks that have occurred on the Pacific Coast 
during the past dozen years or so. 

The June ‘“‘North American Review’ opens with a paper 
on “Conditions and Prospects of the Treasury,’’ by Sec- 
retary Gage, in which he states that the treasury’s deficit 
for the fiscal year ending on June 30 will probably not ex- 

ceed $112,000,000, and will not be more than $30,000,000 
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in the year following. In the same magazine, Mr. 8. N: 
D. North describes the work which the Industrial Com- 
mission at Washington has undertaken to perform, and 
Hon. James Bryce writes on “‘Commercial Education.”’ 

In the “Atlantic” for June, ‘‘The Outlook in Cuba’’ is 
discussed in a frank manner by a recent visitor to that 
island. He describes the people and their character, and 
concludes that should we turn the island over to the 
Cubans a reign of anarchy, riot and revolution would 
ensue, which would compel us again to interfere in the 
interests of civilization. In the same magazine Mr. 
Jacob A. Riis writes with a caustic pen on the tene- 
ment house blight in New York, and bestows well-de- 
served sarcasm upon the way in which those who have 
attempted to revise the tenement-house laws are making 
merchandise of the lives of those whose misfortune it is 
to have to dwell in the city slums. 

The June ‘‘Century’’ is an out-of-doors’ number, re- 
plete with papers that smack of fields and forests and 
recreation. One article deserving especial mention here 
is an investigation of the tramp evil on American railways 
by Josiah Flynt, in which is related the manner in which 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company has abated the 
nuisance of tramp-riding on freight and passenger 
trains 

In “‘Harper’s’”’ for June, we find an interesting account 
of five notable inventions, which are credited to Korea. 
They are the metal type, the iron-clad, the suspension 
bridge, the bomb and the mortar. The suspension bridge 
was a hastily-constructed military structure, which was 
built in 1592. Its span is not given, but it is etated that 
it was crossed by an army of 120,000 men. Dr. Henry 
S. Williams describes the progress which this century 
has seen in placing the profession of medicine upon a 
scientific basis. ‘‘Needful Precautions for Safe Naviga- 
tion’ is the title of an article by Mr. John Hyslop, in 
which a notable suggestion is made respecting the sys- 
tem of laying courses at sea. Instead of placing this 
entirely upon the captain, as at present, he would place 
it on one of the juhior officers, and leave to the captain 
the duty of checking and approving his subordinate’s 
work. He points out how such a system might have 
saved both the “‘Mohegan” and the ‘‘Paris.” He also 
points out the need for improved davits to facilitate the 
launching of boats at sea. The rescue of the Behring 
Sea whalers last year is graphically described by Lieut. 
E. P. Bertholf, U. 8. R. C. S., in the same magazine. 

The June ‘Review of Reviews’’ contains an admirable 
review of the recent trust organizations, by Mr. Byron 
W. Holt. We have seen nowhere an abler article on the 
subject, and there is so much misinformation and crude 
comment going the rounds of the newspapers with regard 
to the trusts, that we strongly advise our readers to ob- 
tain and study this article. The editorial review of trusts 
in the same magazine is also deserving of a word of 
praise. The June ‘‘Popular Science Monthly” opens with 
a paper on ‘“‘A New Method of Estimating the Age of 
Niagara Falls,’’ by Prof. G. F. Wright, and the field for 
American capital in the Philippines is reviewed by Mr. 
J. Russell Smfth.
